ent law. She has awakened to the kuowl- 
cdee that she has lost certain cherished 
liberties and wasted priceless resources 
which she had solemnly undertaken to 
hold in trust for posterity and for all 
mankind: and to the conviction that she 
stunds confronted with an occasion for 
constructive statesmanship such as has 
not arisen since the great days in which 
her governnient was set up. 

Plainly, it is a new age. The tonic of 
such a time is very exhilarating. It requires 
self-pestraint not to attempt too much, and 
yet it would be cowardly to attempt too 
little. The path of duty soberly 
bravely trod is the way to service 
distinetion, and wany adventurous 
seck to set out upon it.

The forces of the na- 
tion are asserting themselves against every 
form of special privilege and private con- 
trol, and are seeking bigger things than 
they have ever heretofore achieved. They 
ure sweeping away what is unrighteous in 
order to vindiente once more the essen- 
tial rights of human life; and. what is very 
serious for us, they are looking to us for 
guidance, disinterested guidance, at 
bonest and fearless. 

At such a time, and in the presence of 
such circumstances, what is the meaning 
of our platform, and what is our responsi- 
bility under it? What are our duty and 
our purpose? The platform is meant to 
show that we know what the nation is 
thinking about, what it is most concerned 
about. what it wishes corrected, and what 
it desires to see aftempted that is new 
aud constructive and intended for its 
long future.

See how it makes business out of the 
tariff! question. The tariff question, as dealt 
with in our time at any rate, has not been 
business. It has been politics. Tariff sched 
ules have been made up for the purpose of 
keeping as large a number as possible of the 
rich and influential ~ manufacturers of the 
country in a good humor with the Republi- 
can party, which desired their 
financial support. The tariff has become a 
System of favors, which the phraseology of 
the sehedule often deliberately contrived 
ito conceal. It becomes a matter 
business, of legitimate business, 
‘when the partnership and 
ing it represents is between the ilead- 
ers of Congress and the whole peo- 
ple of the United States, instead of between 
the leaders of Congress and small groups 
of manufacturers demanding special recog- 
nition and consid¢ration. That is why the 
general idea of representative government 
becomes a necessary part of the tariff ques- 
tion. Who, when you come down to the hard 
facts of the matter, have been represented 
‘in recent years, when our tariff schedules 
were being disé¢ussed and determined, not 
on the floor of Congress, for that ig not 
where they have been determined, but in 
the committee rooms and conferences? That 
is the heart of the whole affair. Will you, 
can you. bring the whole people into the 
partnership or not? No one is discontented 
with representative government; it falls 
under question only when it ceasés to be 
‘representative. It Is at bottom a questian 
.of good faith and morals. 

How does the present tariff look in the 
light of it? I say nothing for the moment

Our own clear convic- 
tion as Democrats is, that in the last an- 
alysis the only safe and legitimate object 
‘of tariff duties, as of taxes of every other 
kind, is to raise revenue for the support of 
the government’? but that is not my present 
point.

Now Not Fixed 
by Market Conditions 


But what of the other side of the pic- 
ture’ It is not as easy for us to live as 
it used to be. Our money will not buy as 

High wages, even when we cau get 
vield us no great comfort. We used 
better off with less, because a dollar 
could buy so much more The majority 
of us have been disturbed to tind ourseives 
growing poorer, even though our earnings 
were slowly’ § increasing. Prices climb 
fuster than we can push our earnings up 

Moreover, we begin to perceive some 
things about the movement of prices that 
concern us very deeply, and tx our atten- 
tion upon the tariff schedules with a more 
definite determination than ever to get to 
the bottom of this matter. We have beeu 
looking into it, at trials held under the 
Sherman act, and in investigations in the 
rooms of Congress, where men 
wanted to know the real facts have 
busy with inquiry; and we begin to 
see very clearly What at least some of the 
methods are by which prices are fixetl. 
We know that they are not fixed by the 
competitions of the market, or by the 
ancient law of supply and demand, 
is to me stated in all the 
primers of economics, but by pri- 
vate arrangements with regard to what 
the supply should be and agreements 
among the producers themselves. Those

Those few have learned how to 
control tariff legislation, and as they have 
perfected their control they have consoll- 
dated their interests. Men of the same in- 
terest have drawn together, have united 
thetr enterprises and have formed trusts; 
and trusts’ can control prices. Up to a cer- 
tain point (and only up to a certain point) 
great combinations effect great economles 
in administration, and increase efficiency 
by simplifying and perfecting organiza- 
tion; but, whether they effect economles or 
not, they can very easily determine prices 
by intimate agreement, so soon they 
come to control a sufficient percentage of 
‘the product in any great line of business; 
}and we now know that they do. 
nin not drawing up an 
against anybody. This is the natural-his 
tory of such tariffs as are now contrived 
. ». »« The fact is that the trusts have 
been formed, have gained all but com- 
plete control of the larger enterprises of 
the country, have fixed prices and fixed 
them high so that profits might be rolled 
up that were thoroughly worth while, and 
that the tariff. with its artificial protec- 
tions und stimulations, gave them the op- 
portunity to do these things and has safe 
guarded them in that opportunity. 


‘Trusts Are Not 
Products of. Times 


The trusts do not belong to the period 
of infant industries. They are not the pro- 
ducts of the time, that old laborious time, 
i\when the gréat continent we live on was 
‘undeveloped, the young nation struggling 
to find itself and get upon its feet amidst 
older and more experienced competitors. 
They belong to a very recent and very 
sophisticated age, when men knew what 
'they wanted and knew how to get it by ‘the 
ifavor of the government. It is another 
chapter in the natural history of power 
and o “governing classes.” The next 
chapter will set us free again. There will 
be no flavor of tragedy in it. It will be a 
lehapter of readjustment It will witness 
a turning back from what is abnormal to 
what is normal. It willl see a restoration 
of the laws of trade. which are the laws 
‘of competition and of unhampered oppor. 
tunity, under which men.of every sort are 
set free and encouraged to enrich the na- 
tion. 


Business Organization 
Declared Inevitable 


I am not one of those who think that 
competition can be established by law 
against the drift of a world-wide economic 
tendency; neither am I one of those who be- 
lieve that business done upon a great scale 
by a single organization,—call it corpora- 
tion, or what you will,—-is necessarily dan- 
gerous to the liberties, even the economic 
liberties. of a great people like our own, 
full of intelligence and of indomitable en- 
ergy. 1 am not afraid of anything that is 
normal. I dare say we shall never return 
to the old order of individual competition, 
and thaf the organization of business upon 
a great scale of cooperation is. up to a cer- 
tain point, itself normal and inevitable. 

Power in the hands of great business men 
does not make me apprehensive, unless it 
springs out of advantages which they have 
not created for themselves. Big business 
is not dangerous because it Is big, but be- 
cause ita bigness is an unwholesome inflation 
created by privileges and exemptions which 
it ought not to ‘at While competition 
cannot be created by statutory enactment, 
it can in large measure be revived by chang- 
ing the laws and forbidding the practises 
that killed ft, and by enacting laws that 
will give it heart and occasion again. We 
can arrest and prevent monopoly. It has 
assumed new shapes and adopted new proc- 
esses In our time, but th are now being 
disclosed and can be dealt ‘with.

There is nothing illegal about these con- 
federacies, far as I can perceive. They 
have come about very naturally, generally 
iwithout plan or deliberation, rather ‘be- 
‘cause there Was so much money to 
invested and it was in the hands, at 
great financial centers, of men acquainted 
with one another and intimately associ- 
ated in business, than because auy one had 
conceived and was carrying out a plan of 
‘general control; but they are nongq the 
potent a force in our economic and 
financial system on that account. They 
jare part of our problem. Their very ex- 
‘Istence gives rise to the suspicion of a 
“money trust.” a concentration of the 
control of credit which may at any time 
become infinitely dangerous to free enfer- 
prise. If such a concentration and control 
‘does not actually exist, it is evident that 
it cin easily be set up and used at will. 
'Laws must be devised which will prevent 
this, if laws can be worked out by fair 
abd free counsel] that wih accomplish that 
result without destroying or Beffously em- 
barrassing any sound or legitimate busi- 
ness undertaking necessary and whole- 
some arrangement. . 


Let me say again. that what we are 
seeking is not destruction of any kind, 
nor the disruption of any sound or honest 
thing, but merely the rule of right and of 
the common advantage. | am happy to say 
that a new spirit has begun to show 
itself in the last year or two among 
influential men of business, and, what is 
perhaps even more signifieaut, among the 
lawyers who are thelr expert advisers; and 
that this spirit has displayed ieself very 
notably in the last few mronths In an 
effort to return, in some degree at any 
rate, to the practises of genuine competi- 
tion Only a very little while agp our men 
of business were united in resisting every 
proposal of change and reform as an at- 
tack on business, and an embarrassment 
to all large enterprise, an intimation 
that settled ideas of property were to be 
set aside and a new and strange order 
of things made out of hand. While they 
thought in that way progress seemed im- 
possible without bot contest and a bitter 
clash between interests. almost a war of 
«lasses, Common counsel seemed all but 
hopeless, because some of the chief parties 
in interest would not take part—seemed 
even to resent discussion as a manifesta- 
tion of hostility towards themselves, They 
talked constantly about vested intefests 
and were very hot. It is a happy omen 
that their attitude has changed. hey s@® 
that what is-right can hurt no man; that 
n new adjustment of interests Is inevitable 
and desirable, ts in the interest of everr- 
body; that their own honor, their own 
intelligence, thelr own practical tompre- 
hension of affairs is involved. They are 
beginning to adjust their business to the 
new standards. Their hand is no longer 
ugainst the nation: they are part of It, 
their interests are bound up with its in- 
terests, This is not true of all of them, 
but it is true of enough of them to show 
what the new age is to be, and how 
the anxtetles of statesmen are to be eased, 
if the light that is dawning broadens into 
day. 


Labor a Problem 
for Lack of Rule 


If I am right about this. it ts going to 
easier to act in accordance with the 
rule of right and justice in dealing with 
the labor question. The go-called labor 
question is a question only because we 
have not yet found the rule of right in ad- 
justing the interests of labor and capital. 
The welfare, the happiness, the energy and 
spirit of the men and women who do the 
daily work in our mines and factories, on 
our railroads, in our offices and marts of 
trade, on our farms and on the sea, is of 
the essence of our national life. There can 
be nothing wholesome unless their life is 
wholesome: there can be no contentment 
unless they are contented. Thelr physical 
welfure affecta the soundness of the whole 
nation. We shall never get very far in the 
settlement of these vital matters so long 
ns we regard everything done for the work- 
ing man, by law or by private agreement, 
as a cdncession yielded to keep him from 
agitation and a disturbance of our peace. 
Here, again, the sense of universal part- 
nership must come into play if we are to 
act like statesmen, as those who serve, not 
a clase, but a nation 

The working people of America—if they 
must be distinguished from the minority 
that constitutes the rest of it—are, of 
course, the backbone of the nation. No 
law that safeguards their life, that im- 
proves the physical and moral conditions 
under which they live, that makes their 
hours of labor rational and tolerable, that 
gives them freedom to act in their own in- 
terest, and that protects them where they 
cannot protect themselves, can properly be 
renerdes as class legislation or as anything 
but as a measure taken In the interest of 
the whole people, whose partnership in 
right action we are trring to establish and 
make real and practical. It is in this spirit 
that we shall act if we are genuine spokes- 
men of the whole country. 


As our program is disclosed,—-for no man 
can forecast it ready-made and before coun- 
sel is taken of every one concerned,—this 
must be its measure and standard, the in- 
terest of all concerned. For example, tin 
dealing with the cemplicated and difficult 
question of the reform of our banking and 
currency laws, it is plain that we ought 
to consult very many persons besides the 
bankers, not because we distrust the bank- 
ers, but because they do not necessarily 
comprehend the business of the country, not- 
withstanding they are indispensable ser- 
vants of it and may do a vast deal to make 
it hard or easy. No mere bankers’ plan will 
meet the requirements. no matter how hon- 
estly conceived. It should be a merchants’ 
and farmers’ plan as well, elastic in the 
hands of those who use it as an iIndispen- 
sable part of their daily business. I do not 
know enough about this subject to be dog- 
matic about it. I know only enough to be 
sure what the partnerships in it should be, 
and that the control exercised over any 
system we may set up should be, so far as 
possible, a control emanating, not from a 
single special class, but from the general 
body and authority of the nation Itself. 

In dealing with the Philippines, we should 
not allow oursclves to stand upon any mere 
point of pride, as if, in order to keep our 
countenance In the families of nationa, tt 
were necessary for us to make the same 
blunders of selfishness that other nations 
have made. We are not the owners of the 
Philippine islands. We hold them _in trust 
for the people who live in them. They are 
theirs, for the uses of their life. We are 
not even their partners. It is our duty, as 
trustees, to make whatever arrangement of 
government will be most serviceable to 
their freedom and development. Here, 
again, we are fo set up the rule of justice 
and of right. 

The rule of the people is no idle phrase. 
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and development to which we have 
to address ourselves. Government has much 
more to do than merely to right wrongs 


'and set the house in order. 


Conservation a Problem 


Nation Must Solve 


I do not know any greater question than 
that of. conservation. We have been a 
nation and must now husband 
we have left. We must do more 
that. We must develop, well as 
our water powers and must add 
waterways to the transportation fa- 
of the nation, to supplement the 
within our borders as well as 
isthmus. We must revive our 
merchant marine, too, and fill the seas 
again with our own fleets. We must add 
to our present postoffice service a- parcels 
post as complete as that of any other na- 
tion. We must look to the health of 
our people upon every hand, as well as 
hearten them with justice and opportunity. 
This is the constructive work of govern- 
ment. This Is the policy that has a vision 
a hope and that looks to serve man- 
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matters. 


are many sides to these great 
Conservation is easy to generalize 
about, but hard to particularize about 
wisely. Reservation is not the whole of 
conservation. The development of great 
states must not be stayed indefinitely to 
await a policy by which our forests and 
water powers can prudently he made use 
of. Use and development must go hand 
in hand. The policy we adopt must be 
progressive, not negative, merely, as if we 
did not know what to do. 


Merchant Marine 
and Inland Canals 


With regard to the development. of 
greater and more numerous waterways 
and the building up of a merchant marine, 
we must follow great constructive lines 
and not fall back upon the cheap device 
of bounties and subsidies. In the case 
of the Mississippi river, that great central 
artery ef our trade, it is plain that the 
federal government must build and main- 
tain the levees and keep the great waters 
in harness for the general use. It is 
lain, too, that vast sums of motey must 
 sSpent.-to develop new waterways where 
tuade willthe most served and transporta- 
tion moat peadily cheapened by them, Such 
expenditures are no largess on the part 
of the government; they are national in- 
vestivents. 

The question of a merchant marine 
turns back to the tariff again, to which all 
roads seem to lead, and to our registr 
laws, which, if coupled with the tariff, 
might almost be supposed to hate been 
intended to take the American flag off 
the sens. Bounties are not necessary, if 
you .will but undo some of the things 
have been done. Without a reat 
merchant marine we cannot take our right- 
ful place in the commerce of the world. 
Merchants who must depend upon the 
carriers of rival mercantile pations to 
carry their goods to market afe at a dis- 
advantage In international trade too ‘wre 
fest to need to be pointed out; and or 
merchants will not long suffer themselves— 
ought pot to suffer theinselves—to be placed 
at s a disadvantage. Our industries 
have expanded to such a point that they 
will burst their jackets, if they cannot 
find a free outlet to the markets of the 
world: and they cannot find such an out- 
let unless they be given ships of their 
own t@ earry their goods—ships that will 
go the routes they want them to go— 
and fer the interests of America in their 
saill orders and their equipment. 

We 
need reign markets. That is another 
force that is going to break the tariff 
down. The tariff was once a bulwark: now 
it is a dam. For trade is reciprocal; we 
cannot sell unless we also buy.

EDITORIAL

Tue first sentence of Theodore Roosevelt's 
address to the first national convention of the 
National Progressive party is prophetic of the 
later message. It is addressed to women as 
well as to men; it assumes to be a call for a 
“people's party of the whole Union.” That 
is, it aspires to transcend distinctions of sex, 
caste and section, which it is claimed now 
exist on sufferance of the historic parties that 
now are “husks divided on arti- 
hcial lines, boss-ridden and privilege controlled,’ with platforms 
that contain not “the slightest promise of approaching the great 
problems of today either with understanding or good faith.” The 
nation now has “government of the needy many by the professional 
politicians in the interest of the few’: in short, class government 
of a “peculiarly unwholesome kind,’ Therefore the need of a party 
standing for presidential primaries, direct election of senators, the 
short ballot, courts that in the last analysis are subject to and not 
above the people, legislation that will put an end to waste of human 
resources in industry, that will investigate the demand tor a minimum 
wage and secure a living wage, that will conserve normal home life, 
that will declare equality of rights in politics between men and 
women. 

In his usual literary stvle Alr. Roosevelt points out that trusts 
must be controlled, not strangled or divided and set about existing 
under a mock form of competition. No twilight’ zone between 
nation and states can be permitted to become the sate retreat of great 
aggregations of capital, nor is it possible to meet the issue of dis- 
cipline by a succession of lawsuits. Given a national industrial com- 
mission, similar in scope and power to the one that now controls 
interstate commerce, and then, by a combination ot administrative 
and judicial authority, inevitable combination can be controlled for 
social ends. The nation is committed to a “protective tariff,” but 
it should be “established primarily in the interest ot the wage-worker 
and consumer’: be based on the investigations of an expert non- 
partizan commission; and revised, schedule by schedule, as occasion 
demands. Everything possible to diminish cost of living should be 
done. Conservation of natural resource must wax rather than wane. 
A currency system free from self-interested control and truly national 
in method and control must be worked out. 

The former President repeatedly refers to Germany as a model 
for America. He has outlined a program indicating acquaintanice 
with and acceptance of ways and means for adjusting social inequal- 
ities such as would be outlined by any gathering of social settlement 
workers and academic sociologists; and the presence of conspicuous 
members of this group as delegates in the present Chicago convention 
indicates that on this account Mr. Roosevelt and the rest will get an 
nfluential following.

system. Ihat there is to be such multiplica- 
tion of state agents and of salaries provided 
by taxpayers we can hardly doubt, in view of the social programs 
ot all the parties seeking control of national affairs. Even the party 
of Jefferson is no exception. 

Vigilance is the price of holding any improvement in govern- 
mental theory, however excellent or venerable it may be. The merit 
system in regnancy at Washington is not as old in point of years as 
it is sound in administrative theory. Its toes are in all parties, 
among men who think society owes them a living and an ofhcial berth 
to be won by presenting credentials not necessarily involving pos- 
session either of character or clerical efficiency. To talk of reviving 
the old doctrine “to the victors belong the spoils” at this stage of 
political unrest and reconstruction, and ot lowering the controversy 
now raging over men and principles to the plane of greed for offices, 
is to volplane to the lowlands of partizan graft. For that is what 
the old Jacksonian theory of ofhce-holding amounts to. 

The origin of this homily is the clause inserted by the House in 
the legislative, executive and judicial appropriation bill, which pro- 
poses to limit tenure in the civil service to seven years. There should 
be no limit to the term of an efhcient public servant in most of the 
federal positions. The longer such a post ts filled by such a man the 
more serviceable he becomes. Only with established tenure can 
experts be trained and retained: On the other hand, no system 
should be so fixed as to make impossible dismissal of inefhcient 
employees at any time, or their relegation to superannuation with 
navy when conditions demand it. It is the refusal of Congress to 
face this last-mentioned phase of the problem tairly that 1s causing 
criticism of the service today. 
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A THREE-CARLOAD lot of steers sold in the 
Chicago stockyards on Monday, for the first 
time on record, at $10.10 a hundred. Except 
in the case of prize-winning single animals, 
beef on the hoot has never before sold for a 
price as high as 10 cents a pound. That the 
stated price was not exceptional is proved by 
the fact that another. sale followed at $10.05 
a hundred. In both cases the record prices 
were due to the scarcity of choice cattle. The 
scarcity of choice cattle is due to a cause that has been pointed out 
and dwelt upon repeatedly of late by those familiar with the situa- 
tion. The ranges, as everybody who has studied the question knows, 
have ceased to meet the demand. During the first six months of 
1912 the total cattle receipts at the six principal live stock markets 
of the United States showed a decline of 410,000 head as compared 
with the same period in 1911. As an illustration of a condition that 
is prevalent throughout the entire cattle raising region, Omaha reports 
that the feeding lots in the country contiguous have fewer cattle in 
:hem than they have had at any time since they were established. 
The receipts of western range cattle are lower this year than they 
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have been for some time. To keep pace with the growth of. popula- 
tion and increased consumption the supply should be larger, not 
smaller. 

One of the principal causes of the present extraordinarily high 
prices for beef is the demand for young meat. As the Omaha Bee, 
in discussing the matter, remarked a short time ago, consumers are 
not giving cattle raisers time for their work. Cattle are not pro- 
duced in litters as are swine. One head of cattle cannot be made 
into a finished beef in twelve months. The American people are 
today demanding the best beef, the young beef, and to satisfy tls 
demand the source of supply itself is being impaired. Behind all 
this are operating, of course, the causes of scarcity often referred to 
—the division and subdivision of the once great ranges, the influx 
of home-seekers, the fencing of watercourses, the conversion of 
ranges into farms. In the older sections, lands are too valuable to 
be thrown into extensive pastures. Then, again, there is the high 
price of corn and feed. 

Nevertheless, it has been shown within the last few weeks, as a 
result of a careful survey of the situation, that there are immense 
tracts of unused land going to waste that might be employed for 
grazing cattle. There is still homestead land to be had in nearly 
every one of the western states. Even Nebraska, close to one of 
the greatest of the cattle markets, has inducements in this line to 
offer the settler. Manifestly, something must. be done toward reduc- 
ing the price of beef; the way to reduce it 1s to cheapen its produc- 
tion, and the way to cheapen its production is to increase the area of 
cultivation. 


Not long ago, there appeared in the Stam- 
boul, a French paper published in Constantt- 
nople, a notable contribution from the pen 
of one of the editors of the Syrian daily 
Assalam of Buenos Aires. The writer pro- 
tested against the wholly inadequate Ottoman 
consular service in South America where 
there are today over half a million subjects 
of the Sultan, a fact which does not seem to 
be understood by the Turkish authorities. 
lkver since the inauguration of the constitutional regime in Turkey, 
ihat 1s, for the last four years, the Ottoman immigrants in the Latin 
republics, it appears, have been carrying on an active propaganda 
for the appointment of a sufhcient number of consuls. A beginning 
was made by the creation of a consulate-general in Buenos Aires, 
while that created in Rio de Janeiro under Abdul Hamid was ordered 
suppressed and the consul recalled by the Young ‘Turks. If a full- 
tledged diplomatic representation was thought out of the question by 
the cabinet i Constantinople, the government of Brazil, in view of 
the steady increase of Ottomag immigration, decided recently to 
open a legation in the Turkish capital, as a result of which the aspira- 
tions of the Syrian settlers scattered throughout Latin America are 
hnding expression in a renewed clamor. 

This corroboration by the Brazilian government of the views ex- 
pressed in the Stamboul would doubtless have its due effect were the 
Ottoman empire i a less critical condition and also in better financial 
circumstances. As Suleiman Bustant Effendi, the eminent Syrian 
writer and statesinan, former deputy and now senator, not long ago 
wrote to the Syrian residents in Mexico, “both time and money have 
been jacking so far for the government to take into consideration 
your request for a consular service.” Undoubtedly, while the Turks 
ere struggling for their national existence, the interests of half a 
million Christian emigrants from Syria are immaterial to them, how- 
ever anxious the Latin republics themselves may be: tor a proper pro- 
tection of the interests of these oriental settlers. [hat they are 
anxious the writer of the article is certain; he quotes the minister of 
foreign affairs of Uruguay. who assured him not long ago of the 
readiness of his government to open negotiations with Turkey for 
the establishment of a consular service and that the Uruguayan con- 
sul in Fiume had been instructed to report fully on Levantine affairs. 

That the course of Syrian imnnugration in Latin America has 
not been a smooth one by any means, witness the troubles in Haiti 
and the decree excluding it from Colombia. But these shrewd tra- 
ders have evidently found congenial surroundings in Latin America, 
whither the men from Andalusia took so much more of the Orient 
than Americans ever think of. At a tinje when the integrity of the 
Ottoman empire ts undergoing a more severe test than it has had 
since San Stefano, the lure of the Spanish world beyond the Atlantic 
ust seem stronger than ever to the Levantine. 
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WHITHER shall the American youth walk, 
vocationally considered? Until recently he 
has been much freer to choose for himself 
than are most persons ot his age in other and 
older lands. Parents have advised but. not 
insisted. Kriends have counseled, but as 
amateurs not as professionals speaking with 
authority. Schools and _ colleges have 
allowed some leeway in choice of studies 
and beginnings. have been made in difter- 
entiated higher education. Occasionally educational institutions 
have conceived it obligatory to aid students seeking for work, which, 
having found and profited by, they ever atter have followed. But 
speaking in general terms the American youth has been an individ- 
Ualist in this matter. No formal caste distinctions based on birth, 
wealth or creed, as a matter of course, have determined his calling 
or status. He has done what he pleased, become what he pleased, 
risen if he pleased and fallen as he pleased. 

Scrutiny of the outcome of this process has been going on of 
late; and some debits as well as credits have been entered on the 
ledger account. Men are beginning to say that here, as everywhere, 
liberty often has been confounded with license. Educators are 
insisting on reduction of choice of electives in college. Parents— 
facing economic stringencies of a new era and realizing the demands 
of a coming day on the earning capacities of founders of tamiltes 
—are insisting that schools should train pupils to earn a living as 
well as live a life. Publicists, discovering waste, misdirected effort 
and friction between workers and employers as the outcome of 
vouths “drifting” into careers, are busy organizing vocational 
bureaus, advisory in their functions. In short society is organizing 
to erect more guideposts at the crossings; and not only that— 
guides are to walk with the novitiates along the way. 

The earlier this process of aid begins the better; for a recent 
poll of the students of the University of Minnesota shows that at 
least two thirds of those who now know what they will try to do 
in life after graduation decided when in high schools; and of the 
students of the university at least nine tenths of them are now fixed 
ig a life purpose. 
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THREE concrete proposals respecting reduc- 
tion of cost of living by furnishing closer 
relations of producer and consumer of food 
are found in a supplementary report of a 
commission appointed by the Legislature ot 
New York. The first recommendation is. 
that cities establish and fully equip a depart- 
ment of markets responsible for supervision 
ot food vending on the economic and sani- 
tary sides and for giving publicity as to cost 
of tood. Here Europe points the way. Second, it is proposed that 
railways and steamship lines must be encouraged, and if necessary 
obliged, to facilitate’ prompt deliveries of food and on terms and 
by methods which give fair play to wholesalers who wish to pur- 
chase. Moreover, the common carriers, it is held, should be required 
amount of tood

to have accessible at all times figures as to the 
brought by them into the city each day. 

Last, and by no means least. it is proposed that there must be 
encouragement ot the system of distribution of food from producer 
to consumer which has been developed by the department store, 
since in this method, the committee finds by careful comparison with 
twelve other systems now used in New York, there is a minimum 
of waste, a maximum of satisfaction to purchasers, and a fair profit 
to the vender. Only by thoroughgoing and radical facing of the 
problem of food-distribution can one large element in the increased 
cost of living be settled, especially in urban centers. New York's 
margin of cost for the process is the difference between food that 
at the terminals costs $350,000,000 per year and that in kitchens of 
consumers costs $500,000,000. With adequate distributing centers 
rightly placed, and profiting by all the economies that would come 
trom consolidation, effective site, ete., this commission estimates 
that New York consumers might save not less than $60,000,000 a 
year. 

Conditions that in New York city are acute and intensified 
exist elsewhere in a milder form. While a variety of social agencies 
are to busy themselves henceforth in greatly increasing the number 
of producers in the United States by fostering a return to the land, 
others, it 1s plain, must get busy with this problem of bringing what 
the producer creates to the consumer with a nunimum of cost. 
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COMPLIANCE with certain forms of law made 
necessary by newer forms of taxation 1s mak- 
ing accessible-today public records that reveal 
precisely the amount of wealth accumulated 
by authors as well as by bankers, contractors 
and business men in general. Demos is grow- 
ing very inquisitive both as tqsize and source 
of incomes, and the man of letters 1s no more 
exempt than the man of affairs. Hence it 
has been disclosed during the past week that 
a well-known novelist, given to progressive views and artful. in 
depicting what he believed to be the iniquities of the American 
plutocracy, left an estate, chiefly in royalties on his books, which has 
increased in value by more than $40,000 during the year and a half 
that it has been in the administrators hands. In other words, the 
posthumous interest plus the natural constituency created during the 
writer's lifetime, can be capitalized, for a season at least,.in terms 
exceeding incomes drawn by many business men whom the world 
would call highly. successful... It was the fortune of one of these 
novels of contemporary life to bring to the author's estate $7000 a 
year. Another brought $5000. No difficulty has been met in selling 
the manuscript of an unpublished short story for more than $2000. 

Undoubtedly an author today who meets contemporary demands 
for fiction can, by marketing his or her wares in successive markets, 
derive from serial, book and dramatic rights a profit in terms of 
money that would have amazed novelists of an earlier time. More- 
over a new source of revenue 1s Opening from the motion picture. 
So that now there are peculiarly strong temptations for a writer to 
descend to the popular taste and thereby win immediate wealth, 
indifferent to ultimate tame. 

For a majority of writers, however, conditions have not mate- 
rially altered, making it necessary for them to consider authorship 
as an avocation rather than a vocation; and tor a minority, who can- 
not fall back upon craft of hand, or thought-employed in business, 
or inherited income, there is left that recourse which European states 
cive in the form of pensions.

are tomorrow hardly recollections; the world 
goes on devouring in its erish activity 
idols, crowns and dynasti said Castelar, 
and the infrequency with which the name of 
this Spanish orator and republican 1s now mentioned illustrates the 
truth of his remark e as applied to democracy’s treatment of its 
leaders. 

On the other hand, 1s it true that in-a variety of wavs the 
modern world is provicing against that injustice which too often in 
the past has allowed a really great man to pass ott of sight, at least 
ior a season?’ The | passion for publicity and detailed 
description of all pégsons who in any way figure as public characters 
unquestionably has its perverse sides. The frequent polls or ple- 
biscites indicating thos Memporary men and women who are 
deemed greatest can easily be caricatured by-a cynical critic of the 
ephemeral and popular. Publishers and editors no doubt now con- 
spire to induce, with respect to living men, exhaustive 
raphies that in a former day would have been left to follow the close 
of their careers. Moreover, in both Great Britain and the United 
States of late there has been imitation of the French in setting up 
tribunals that elect to immortality writers some of whom, a genera- 
tion or two hence, surelv will be torgotten. 

Yet after all is said in the way of mild scorn or savage attack 
on the premature and selfish quality of much of contemporary fame 
—which is really notoriety—it also is true that in entirely legitimate 
Ways men are providing that hunjyan worth shall have enduring recog- 
nition; and have it, too, in forms\that appeal to the eye through art's 
aid and imagination’s ministry. \Even if contemporary and ultimate 
judgments disagree, it is better to|\judge and to err than not to admire 
and revere at all. So that even, should California, in its proposed 
state hall of fame, include pers who now seem significant but who 
in 2012 will seem petty, what of dt? 
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
